young, its hide lies In great folds and 
ridges over Its strong and massive 
frame, and Its eyes twinkle suspicious- 
ly In cavities that are almost lost In 
the undulation of Us great head. One 
horn Is quite short; the other extends 
from the upper part of tho snout, 
forming a strong, sharp and danger- 
ous weapon of ollenso or defense. And 
well he knows how to use It. The 
keeper who dared to enter his cage 
during one of the unaccountable IIUs 
of bad humor that periodically seize 
upon this curio among beast, would 
bo a heio, for the -chances of ever 
coming out alive would bo Infinit- 
esimal. The hide of the rhinoceros 
Is so tough that a leaden bullet will 
flatten against it, and yet curlus to 
say, a mosquito can annoy tho rhinoc- 
eros and drive him Into a furious 
temper, and In his wild state he of- 
ten covers himself with mud to pre- 
vent the Insect* from stinging him. 
Another curious fact Is the arrange- 
ment of the horns, which are not 
fastened to the skull, but held In 
place simply by the hide. 


George Conklln, tho superintend- 


ent of tho Barnum & Bailey menager- 
ie considers the rhinosorous tho most 
dangerous beast in the circus zoo. 


"A tiger", he says, "Is a playful kit- 


ten In comparison to the rhinoceros.

Philadelphia, July 13.—James Me- 


Creu, president of tho Pennsylvania 
Inllroud company, took tho witness 
chair before Judges Wilson and Au- 
denried In the court of common pleas 
Friday, and In answer to tho question. 
'Do you think tho two-cent fare rate 
Is fair to both tho railroad and tho 
liubllc?" answered: 
"I do not think 


It Is. 
In the first place, a uniform 


charge of two cents n mile for all 
classes of passengers Is unfair and 
impracticable. 
With two cents as 


maximum you cannot make n suffi- 


cient difference between the 
short 


ind frequent rider and 
those 
who 


travel longer diBtunces, which will 
bring a fair profit to tho company." 


Opposes Uniform Rate. 


Then President McCrea was asked 


this question: . 


"Can a uniform rate be properly 


charged by a rullroad?" 


"No, sir, It IB not proper to charge 


uniform 
rate. 
Passenger rates 


aro largely dependent upon tho dens- 
ity of population and the frequency 
with which the 
public rides. 
In 


iennely populated territory wo 
can 


charge a lower rate than In districts 
thinly populated." 


"You 
have a considerable number 


of passengers who travel nt tho rate 
of more than two cents a mile and 
a great number who pay under two 
cents. 
Why not charge all classon 


a uniform rate of two cents?" asked 
John G. Johnson of counsel for the 
company, 


"It would be unfair to the railroad 


and to the public. The general prac- 
tice of all railroads Is to carry short 
riders at a lower rate." 


Traffic Unaffected by Rate. 


"Would you carry more passengers 


If the present law Is put Into 
ef- 


fect?" 


"No, sir. 
My observation Is that 


tho situation of traffic Is dependent 
largely upon the character of the serv- 
ice and tho natural increase of pop- 
ulation and business. 
Tho two-cent 


faro does not affect tho short riders 
who now pay under that figure and 
longer 
distance 
riders, 
generally 


speaking, will not ride more frequent- 
ly because tho faro has boon cheap- 
ened, but will continue-to ride only us 
their affairs demand It." 


Mr. McCrea answered questions re- 


garding the tables of earnings, ex- 
]K)nsea, etc,, of tho passenger busl- 
ness In tho state presented, and was 
then cross-examined by City Solicitor 
Gondell on the figures submitted. This 
brought out nothing new.

When tho president went down to 
Oyster Bay recently ho was accom- 
panied by Secretary Loeb, Assistant 
Secretary Lnttn, and four clerks from 
tho executive staff 
at Washington, 


They began work next day In tho ex- 
ecutive offices In the village of Oyster 
Bay, three mllos from the president's 


'HE executive offices at "tho sum- 


1 mor capital," as Oyster Bay folk 
take prldo In calling their village, 
never fall to Impress visitors by their 
unpretcntlousncsB. They consist of 
seven office rooms and a storeroom, 
Into which a loft abovo a corner gro- 
cery has been divided. Mr. Moore, tho 
onterprlsljig purveyor of pure food to 
tho villagers and surrounding gentry, 
IB a famous man every summer. The 
whole country hoars each summer In 
tho press dispatches of "tho executive 
offices over Moore's grocery."

CONDITIONS OF LIGHTING 
FRAN- 


CHISE. 


Of lato there has been considerable 


discussion as to the rights of tho 
Rhlnelandcr Lighting Company fix- 
ing a 
minimum monthly lighting 


rate of ono dollar fifty cents under 
the charter granted them June 14, 
1907, Sectlonl2 of tho charter reads 
an follows: 
"Tho prlca which may 


be charged by the Lighting Company 
their hlers and assigns to users for 
Incandescent lighting shall not ex- 
ceed ten cents per thousand watts for 
current actually used. Tho Rhino- 
lander Lighting Company contends 
that It cannot afford to furnish nec- 
essary meters and service for less 
than tho dollar fifty cents u month. 
It Is easy to see how this] argument 
may apply to the consumer who uses 
nn amount footing less than eighteen 
dollars a year but It Is not easy to 
see how It applies to consumers whoso 
lighting bill Is two or three times tho 
minimum for a large part of th«' year 
and drops below the minimum fur a 
few months of tho year. There must, 
be some point at which U pays to 
supply lights to the consumer. Ad- 
mitting the argument of the electric 
light operators Is there still not n 
direct violation of the charter? The 
Rhtnelandor lighting Company bus 
notified a customer who bus refused 
to pay the dollar fifty per month that 
It has credited to his account tho 
amount paid until a ruling may be se- 
cured from the railway commission. 
Has the railway commission any au- 
thority to act on this question while 
tho lighting company Is operating un. 
dor tho franchise granted by the City? 
"Will not tho Rhlnclander lighting Co. 
have to give up Its present fran- 
chise and operate under tho now util- 
ities bill to give 
the 
commission 


the right to sottlo this question? If 
the commission were to take up this 
question would it act on u single 
point without a study of tho com- 
plete question, entering Into all the 
prices, quality of service rendered and 
total earnings of tho plant. With 
out doubt If a tingle phase of tho 
question Is opened up tho whole sub- 
ject will bo studied.

no trouble with their foot suffer a 
groat deal at this- season of tho year 
from chafing. 
While certain reme- 


dies, such as alum water, salt water 
or cut lemons, afford temporary re- 
lief. it Is wiser to obviate tho cause, 
which Is duo to tho rubbing of shoes 
or stockings, sometimes both. 
' Lisle-thread hosiery Is 
sometimes 


not comfortable, ns tho thread Is rath- 
er tightly twisted, so that thoro Is no 
"give," as In tho cotton or silk. Tho 
stockings may give trouble If they nro 
too large, us the wrinkles will chafe 
tho feet. 


However, 
tho 
main 
sourco of 


trouble Is apt to bo the shoes; they 
may bo small, "find so draw, or the 
trouble may bo with 
tho 
leather. 


Chemicals nro used to tan tho leath- 
er, and sometimes theso chemicals af- 
fect tho feet, If they have not been 
properly evaporated and worn out. 
Another common cause Is tightness. 


It Is tho weakness of many women 


to show a small foot with a close- 
fitting shoo. With this ond In view 
many people have their shoes made 
really too tight. 
If tho leather 
be 


stiff, tho wearer will feel the pinch 
somewhere, and will probably not buy 
that size of shoes. It tho leather Is 
Boft, however, no Immediate pain Is 
felt, and the boots aro not thought of 
as tight. 


It Is especially Important In sum- 


mer that tho foot shall have as much 
room OB possible 
without slipping. 


Heat alone Is apt to make tho foot 
swell, and 90 It Is wise to have shoes 
for this seawon half n slzo larger than 
those for winter wear. 


In fitting a pair of shoos do not 


slip on tho shoo and thou hold It up 
to see If It fits. Stand up and rest tho 
weight on tho foot as In walking, and 
tho foot assumes a different shape. 


When thoro Is a tenderness and 


swelling, bathe tho feet In warm salt 
water— sea salt, If posslble^-and rub 
gently until they glow. In tho morn- 
lug repeat tho bath and rubbing, then 
dust on to tho feet somo foot ease or 
foot powder. This will cure any sore- 
ness and tends to prevent Iti recur- 
rence by hardening tho cuticle.

ALCOHOL IN MEDICINES. 


Seventy-Five Pep Cent of 
Doctors' 


Prescriptions Call for It. . 


Now that tho National Puro Food 


and Drugs law Is In effect all "patent" 
medicines In liquid form bear on tho 
label a statement of tho percentage 
of alcohol contained In them. 
Tho 


average amount of alcohol IB said to 
bo about ten per cent, somo have more 
and somo loss, but that Is about tho 
average. Alcohol Is everywhere rec- 
ognized as a chemical necessity for 
tho preservation of organic substanco 
from deterioration, and from freez- 
ing and It Is also required to dissolve 
substances not soluble In water. 


But for tho uso of a small quantity 


of alcohol lu most ready-to-uso medi- 
cines those preparation!] which jtiost 
families keep constantly 
on 
hand 


would likely bo decayed or frozen 
when their uso became necessary. 


Alcohol is an Indispensable requi- 


site in tho fluid extracts and tinctures 
which aro exclusively used in filling 
prescriptions written by physicians, 
and these tinctures and extracts con- 
tain from 20 to 90 per cent of nlco- 
liol. 
More than 75 per cent of all 


tho liquid medicines prescribed 
by 


physicians contain alcohol In largo 
proportions. 


Charles A. Rapelye, a loading phar- 


macist of Hartford, Conn,, somo tlma 
ago examined 2G prescriptions repre- 
senting a fair average of those writ- 
ten by physicians to bo compounded, 
and none being for specialties. Tho 
avorago amount of alcohol in the 
whole number was 35 per cent; but 
of tho 25 prescriptions five contained 
no alcohol, so that tho average per- 
centage of tho remaining 20 which 
did contain alcohol was nearly 4G per 
cent; or more than four times tho 
probable averngo alcoholic strength of 
"patent" medicines. 


There Is somo difference of opinion 


as to whether it Is or Is not desirable 
as a stimulant In caso of sickness, 
but thoro is no difference of opinion 
as to tho necessity for its uso as a sol- 
vent and preservative in most cases. 
Tho attention of tho medical world 
has recently been called to a manl- 
fosto Issued by prominent London 
physicians who, while deploring tho 
evils from tho uso of alcoholic bev- 
erages, aro convinced "of tho correct- 
ness of tho opinion so long and gener- 
ally held, that In dlsr.aso alcohol Is a 
rapid and trustworthy restorative" 
nud that In many cases It may bo 
truly described ns life-preserving, ow- 
ing (o its power to sustain cardiac and 
nervous energy, while protecting tho 
nitrogenous tissues. This manifesto 
which was published In Tho Lnncot, 
was Issued and signed by T. J. Me- 
Call Anderson, M. D., Regius Profes- 
sor of Medicine, "University of Glas- 
gow; Alfred B. Barrs, William II.

Was Drought from Pennsylvania to 


Indiana In 1821, and Still Keeps 


Good Time—Rare Piece 


of Mechanism. 


With the name of Its maker, dead 


these hundred years, written In his 
own hand across Its face, a tail old 
corner clock stands In tho library of 
tho homo of George B, Yandcs, 122 
East Michigan street, Indianapolis, 
ticking away tho time as It did In tho 
days before Indiana was a state and 
while Indianapolis was yet a llttlo 
frontier settlement of a few log cab- 
Ins. 


Tho clock, which hns Keen In the 


family of Mr. Yundos for 85 years, 
and which was hammered and curved 
out by tho hand of August Hoft, a 
clockmnkcr of Lancaster, Pa., per- 
haps a quarter of a century before, Is 
well preserved, and although nono 
of tho wheels or other pieces of mech- 
anism has over been replaced It keeps 
tlmo almost as accurately as It did In 
tho days when George Washington 
was president of the United States. 


Brought across the mountains and 


plains from Pennsylvania to Indiana 
In 1821 by Mr. Yandes' father,,tho old 
clock has remained In Indianapolis 
over since, witnessing tho growth of 
tho Hoosler metropolis. It has ticked 
off tho seconds consumed in erecting 
the monument, the statchotise and 
practically all of tho public and pri- 
vate buildings now standing where a 
wilderness of forest trees stood In tho 
days when It was perhaps already a 
generation old. 


In bringing tho clock from Pennsyl- 


vania to Indianapolis, Mr. Yandcs' 
father carried tho works on horse- 
back, guarding It as carefully as ho 
would a child. 
Upon reaching hero, 


Iw had a case built for It by Caleb 
Scuddor, tho first cabinet-maker that 
ever settled In Indianapolis. This old 
case of cherry still contains tho orig- 
inal works 
brought on horseback 


across tho mountains, 


Tho clock Is one of those rare old 


pieces of mechanism, wrought entire- 
ly by hand, which show not only tho 
hour of tho day, but tho day of tho 
month, tho changes of tho moon, and 
tho ebb and flow of tho tides, on Its 
face. Tho dial Is quaintly ornamented 
with gold tracery and a beautiful bird. 
The signature of Hoft. together with 
his nntivo city, Lancaster, is .written 
loglbly abovo tho Roman numeral 
"VI" on the dial. 


"The old clock Is perhaps the strong- 


est recollection of my childhood," said 
Mr. Yandes, who Is (J8 years of age, a 
few evenings ago. "I well remember 
how I thought In those days that the 
man who used to tinker with it to 
keep it In good running order was'tho 
most wonderful of men. Tho sound of 
tho old clock's gong in striking Is un- 
like that of any I have over heard, and 
to me It has a peculiar siiggestlveness. 
It has the same sound It had In my 
boyhood days, although sometimes I 
fancy It hns grown 
weaker 
with 


years." 


In tho same room with tho old clock 


Is n quaint rocking chulr that has 
been In tho family for about three- 
quarters of a century, and a sideboard 
of solid mahogany, also nn heirloom, 
which is used now for a bookcase. 
Mr. Yttndos prizes all of tho relics 
highly, but takes especial Interest In 
tho old clock.—Indianapolis Star.
